short life seen a single gold piece or 
eaten a hearty meal. 
The 
tales 
of 
riches made him suddenly discontent- 
ed with his own humble routine. 
He 
was ignorant. 
To his latest 
day 
he 
could never manage to learn bow to 
read or write. 
But far wiser men than 
himself 
had been taken in by these 
stories of a land of wealth. 
The only 
difference., between 
such men and 
Pi- 
zarro was that he actually succeeded 
in winning such ricneB. 
Leavlnghis swine 
Pizarro 
sailed 
with a company of seedy adventurers 
to the West Indies. 
There was much 
work and small reward at first. 
But 
he kept on. 
Through trade and 
rob- 
bery he had picked up enough money 
by 1515 to settle near the new city of 
Panama as a farmer. 
It was a laugh-

But Pizarro was not the sort 
of man to be laughed at. 
As soon as he could scrape together 
a little capital he formed a 
partner-

He raided the 
Peruvian coasts, but gathered scanty 
spoils. 
Nevertheless, 
he believed he was at 
last on the right track. 
He went to 
Spain to get money and royal author- 
ity for further explorations. 
In Seville 
he was thrown in prison for debt. His 
career seemed to be at an end. 
But 
he managed 
to interest the king 
of 
Spain in his schemes. 
The king 
re- 
leased him and gave him, a royal com- 
mission to conquer Peru. 
He set forth 
and, in 1531, began his Invasion of the 
gold land. 
Using a civil war in. Peru to help on 
his adventure, he at length found his 
way to the palace of the Inca (emper-- 1 
or). 
Entering the palace as a trusted 
guest, Pizarro made the Inca a pris- 
oner, 
and under threat of death by 
torture forced the luckless prisoner to 
pay for freedom by a strange ransom, 
This ransom 
was no less 
than 
a 
huge roomful of gold. To gain this sum 
it was necessary to strip the sacred 
Peruvian temples of their golden orna- 
ments. 
The full amount, when It was 
at last turned over 
to 
Pizarro, was 
worth more than $17,000,000. 
Having 
secured this, he calmly murdered the 
Inca.

Df England and America determined

wrest the vote for themselves from self 
isb man. The principal argument used 
against them wast "If you are citizens 
in oue respect you must be citizens in

respects.

must be soldiers " 
The 
women triumphed. 
But their 
securing 
the vote brought 
about that 
which in the beginning they had not 
Intended. 
Having 
prdved their cour- 
age and endurance, 
they were forced 
to do military service. 
The more deli- 
cate women could not be Induced to go 
to the polls. 
Thi3 gave the men a ma- 
jority, and an act was passed by con- 
gress requiring 
military 
service 
from 
women as well as men. 
To the surprise of every one. they 
sprang 
forward 
with 
alacrity. 
That 
aggressive spirit which had led many 
of them to smash windows led them to 
enlist, and the woman's brigade of the 
United States army was organized and 
placed under the command of women 
officers
